I returned the unit to Palomar stating that some of the advertising 
was overstated, the unit had a manufacturing defect, &1it was not worth $115. They only re 
funded $98, saying the difference was a restocking charge. For those of you looking for a _ 
manufactured loop, don't look past our own JOE WORCESTER's SM-2. Well, 73's for now & good Dx.

Greetings from the Ear of the Everglades. I hope Santa brought all a new RX 
or other DX goodie. 11 Santa brought me was another year in NRC! DX has been a bit fat 
zero for me ~ seems that it has been that way for quite a while. I have just moved into a 
trailer camp, and the AC utility wires are aljve with noise. I an considering moving into 
an apartment some time this Spring, and the landlord said "no antennas." Looks like I may 
be shopping for a loop soon, because the apartment is Heaven if you want to compare it to what 
Iam livingin. Since I last sent ERC a Muse, I am now working fulltime a gain at WKEM.1490, 
and it's like old times. But now I am only a jock, and work 6-10pm Mon.-Fri. & Sat.-Sun., 
2-10pm. I don't want any days off - I need the cash. As I did when I was in Avon Park, here 
is a mini-tour of WKEM-1490. If you hear us write me direct c/o the station, and you will 
get a speedy reply. Immokalee is located about 32 miles of Ft. Myers, Fla. inland, just 
N of the Everglades. The swampy country is perfect for good groundwave coverage - about &9 
mhos. (17 -ERC). Immokalee has an average population of 10,000 but swells to 17,000 during 
the Winter season. Our main industry is agriculture, and there is a good chance that the 
tomatoes or green peppers in your salad came from this area. Almost 75-80% of Immokalee is 
Mexican migrant labor during the Winter months, & SS is generally the language usually heard. 
In fact, because of my living here off & on since 1975, I have learned a lot of SS myself. 
It helps DXing LAs. WKEM is located in a small tock stucco building just W of downtown on 
a three acre lot. The antenna is a 140' guyed tower which is not even ¢ wave on 1490, and 
has a ground system which is pretty poor.

Greetings to all. In the 16 days since I acquired an SM2, I have added 46 new 
stations, mostly in SSS or the big Aurora of 1/4. Some of the more ummsual of these catches: 
WGTO-540 in well nearly every night at amazing level, I don't see how they possilily could be 
using 250w of power. This could be possible as they were recently given 1,000w nights (but 
still s/off @ 6pm). Speaking of s/offs, I may a8 well add my 2¢ about the various proposal s 
to reduce or eliminate daytimers. The 9 Kiz plan won't work, since all domestic frequencies 
will be 1 ke away from a Geneva plan frequency, & there will be hets galore all along the 
coasts. Ten kHz separation through 18-whatever kHz won't work either, since few radios are 
equipped to handle the new frequencies, and very few daytime stations would increase coverage 
by switching to 1730 kHz fulltime. It won't get the similcasts that got FM off the ground, 
either. Lastly, the proposal to place 250-500w stations on 1-A frequencies is possibly the 
best from the DXers' standpoint (imagine MMs with a couple dozen GYers 750 miles away the on- 
ly domestics on the air?) Either way, the loss of SSS DX for the most part is tragic, as 
for those who rise early it is the only way to add new stations. I'm gladI finally got WO 
before the switch: Totals now 405/35d/8/21. 73 & good DX (what's left of it).

Noational listed three: NC-190 at $219.95 & Gonset 
had their GR-212 at $99.50. Hallicrafters S120 was $69.95. Lafayette HE-30 wired was $99.95 
& semi kit-320 $79.95. Their HB-10 wired was $79.95 & kit KT-200 $64.50. ‘The prices given 
were all amateurs net. DX wise, 1350 kHz is a good bet out on the WC for getting Hawaii's 5kw 
KIVM in Lihue.

BILL WURTZEL's comments on the new GE TRF were very interesting. I'm the only 
one in existance I know of who uses this RX, other than a DXer in Virginia (I'm unsure of 
his/her nane). My 17-year-old TRF has served me well to date, easily outdoing a Realistic 
TRF. In 1962, when I was 2, the GE TRF sold for around $60, according to my parents. My 
1962 TRF has a 9" ferrite loop, and six IF's on AM. But, the speaker is only 44". Ift 
ever decide to sell it (I doubt it), I won't ask less than what it cost back then. All of 
my 720 -catches have been on this TRF, a fantastic portable. My model is known as a "Musa- 
phonic 14 Transistor". Unfortunately, I've never seen a phonic Muse, hi. One new catch 
this week, HJAR-1000, #5 on 100, Colombia #5. Other new catches: KSRV-1380, KBCH-1380, KGEN-
